Diluted with water, and sprayed at the rate of 4 oz. of Hepta- 
chlor per acre with either aerial or ground equipment it gives excellent 
kill on this pest. The best time to do this work is when the alfalfa is 
just starting to grow, when the adult weevil come out to lay their eggs. 
It can be used later on second cutting of alfalfa, as soon after cutting 
as possible. In spraying first cutting hay, allow 21 days before cutting 
the hay to make sure there is no poison left in the hay.

HINTS FOR SUCCESSFUL 
FLOWER GROWING 


First: Prepare your seed bed well. The 
soil does not want to be worked when it is 
too wet or too dry, otherwise it will be too 
cloddy for fine flower seeds. Have the fer- 
tilizer thoroughly mixed into the top soil. 


Second: Do not plant tender flowers too 
early. They will not thrive until the soil is 
quite warm anyway, and if planted early 
“may germinate and then kill out if a cold 
spell sets in. Do not plant fine flower seeds 
too deep. It is advisable to mulch with 
Michigan Peat, to keep the top of the 
ground from caking. 

Third: Water carefully, so as not to wash 
Bellis, or English Daisy the soil when seeds are planted, or after 
they are sprouted.

CARE OF ROSES 


Whole books are written about the care of roses, so we 
can’t give a complete course of instructions here. These few 
suggestions may be helpful. 


1. When planting dig the hole deeper than the roots re- 
quire, and if the soil is heavy put some coarse gravel in the 
bottom so your plant will get drainage: then mix the soil with 
some well rotted compost or manure. 


2. Roses are heavy feeders, and need plenty of plant food 
to produce at their best. Fertilize often, but little at a time, 
using a good commercial fertilizer. The use of well rotted com- 
post, cow manure or peat moss not only provides plant food but 
also a mulch so the ground will keep cool and moist even in hot 
dry weather.

Because 
they supply nitrogen to the soil, as well as because they are very palati- 
ble to the livestock, it is desirable to have some legumes planted with 
grasses in pasture mixtures. We recommend 20% clovers, but this can 
be varied if desired. No one mixture will suit all conditions, and we will 
gladly give suggestions as to mixtures which may be adapted to your 
own particular problems.

DESCRIPTION OF GRASSES: 


Manchar Brome—A tall erect leafy variety that has proven very 
satisfactory in the Northwest. Does not become sod bound as soon as 
the regular brome. 


Alta Fescue—An outstanding grass for either hay or pasture. Tol- 
erant of alkali, yet stands considerable drought and dry weather. Vigor- 
ous grower and very palatible. 


Tall Wheat Grass—Very alkali tolerant, and grows with as little 
as 10 inches rainfall. A tall, late maturing bunch grass, germinates 
readily, but slow in coming into full production. 


Intermediate Wheat Grass—This grass stays green three weeks or 
more longer than native or Crested Wheat. Stems large, coarse and 
leafy. Does well with about 15 inches of moisture, which is about aver- 
age rainfall in our part of the country. 


Tualatin Tall Oat Grass—A valuable grass in irrigated pastures. 
Does best in loamy, well drained soils. 


Reeds Canary Grass—A wet land grass. Best for seeding swampy 
or marshy spots in hay meadows or pastures. 


Modified Huntley Pasture Mixture—This is the original mixture 
recommended by the Huntley Experiment Station, changed to leave out 
the Kentucky Blue Grass so as to make it more suitable for hay meadow 
for the first cutting. It cantains 30% Brome, 30% Orchard Grass, 20% 
Meadow Fescue, and 15% Alsike and 5% White Dutch Clover. We have 
sold thousands of pounds of this mixture and there are many acres of 
fine meadow land in Sheridan County and the surrounding territory.

We recom- 
mend the addition of about 20% Sweet Clover or Alfalfa to this grass 
mixture for maximum production, depending on local conditions as the 
method you wish to use your pasture. 


FORAGE CROPS 


There seems to be a much greater interest in forage crops this year 
than there has been in previous years. This is partly due to the wheat 
allotment program, with the cut in acreage which has resulted. Corn 
and forage crops are a good substitute. Also, many of the forage crops 
will make good yields even when rainfall is below normal. DO NOT 
PLANT UNTIL THE GROUND WARMS UP.
